Royal 
Italian Army, an experienced his¬ 
torical writer In English, speaking 
about “The Aspirations of Italy Jn 
the Mediterranean” at the Royal 
I United Service institution on No¬ 
vember I, 1924. says: 

1 “i have also ahuded to the prob- 
] lem caused by the existence of large 
maaeee of Italian* abroad. The many 
millions of Italians scattered all over 
the world, especially In France. 
Switzerland, Tunisia. Egypt. Turkey, 
the United States, th* Argentine. 
| Brazil—not to mention the smaller 
Italian communities existing In al¬ 
most every other foreign country— 
I constitute a constant source of 
anxiety to the Italian Government 
and to Italian public opinion. We do 
not want to see those communities, 
which comprise many extremely use¬ 
ful elements, completely denational¬ 
ized and absorbed by the people# 
among whom they reside; we should 
prefer that they retain their Italian 
1 character, language, traditions and 
sentiments as long sa possible, even 
If they eventually assume foreign 
nationality. In the meanwhile it 1* 
Italy** desire that they should keep 
as closely as possible In touch with 
tho Mother Country. 

’To secure this end, we must be In 
a position to protect their Interests. 
Italy must, therefore, command re¬ 
spect by ineana of her power and 
by the progress which she achieves 
in every field. The more powerful 
and prosperous *h* t*. th** more will 
her rltUsn* abroad be respected, and 
the more importance wtH They at¬ 
tach to their connection with the old 
country. It la not necessary that 
thla power should be put to the 
test, but It must be there, because 
the mere fact that It exists will In 
the Immense majority of coses ren¬ 
der Its manifestations unnecessary. 
Frequent visits of th* Italian fleet 
to foreign ports, the knowledge that 
the Italian army Is efficient—a 
knowledge which many Italians re¬ 
siding abroad have acquired from 
personal experience while perform¬ 
ing their military service In Italy— 
are essential to Italian prestige. The 
Italian victory In the Great War and 
the fact that under the present 
regime the fighting services ars 
neither despl**d nor neglected, have 
also done much to strengthen the 
position of Italians In foreign coun¬ 
tries.** -

Crete or 
China, has always been the signal 
for hapless refugees to flee to as a 
place of safety and refuge from op¬ 
pressors In numberless rssea of 
conflagrations and earthquakes In 
cities. British sailor* have Instantly 
been landed with fir* rng»n*a *n4 
ambulance equipment and tendered 
yeoman service In the cause of hu¬ 
manity. Historical research will pro¬ 
duce many cases where the threat 
to fire on th# local fort or c*»-t»e 
has been enough to cause th# leaders 
of disorder to cesao their work and 
restore real freedom to the Inhabi¬ 
tants of that city. 

In closing 1 would ask all those

This umisual accomplishment has 
been made possible by at eel jetties 
which are placed along the side of the 
river to catch drift-wood :uid force 
the river to deposit silt and sediment 
along the bank. 

JETTIES RETRIEVE SOIL 

The jetty, Invented and used by 
Kellner, consists of three 16-foot 
steel angles. bolted at the Intersection 
to form a double tripod, having *1* 
points, all bound together with heavy 
wire. 

Rows of theae Jetties, all joined by 
heavy steel cables and anchored firm¬ 
ly In the bank, are placed at right 
angles with the river about every 
fifty feet. 

When the river swells by a flood 
of water, fertile land Is washed away 
upstream and deposited on Kellner’s 
fsnn. As the land Mils up the jetties 
are moved farther Into the river bed.

"The disease often attsets tho best 
producers in the herd. Heifers with 
the first or second calf ere more spt 
to show the sympton* than the older 
or younger animals, as the strain of 
reproduction stimulates the progress 
of tho disease, possibly ucqulrcd as 
a calf."

huge volume of construction development under way 
in the Dominion at the present time from coast to 
coast. The briskness and volume with which this is 
progressing can. without exaggeration, be compared to 
the fever heat of the immediate pre-war period, and 
there is every possibility of the accomplishment of the 
present year in this direction reaching the previous 
zenith point in Canadian history. 

According to the MacLean Building Review, 
contract, awarded in Canada in 1926 reached a 
total of $372.947,900Vor $74,974,900 more than 
in 1925, an increase the equivalent of twenty-five per 
cent. In a survey of the award of contracts annually 
as far back aj 1911 it is found that this value has 
only bggn e xce eded twice, in 1912 when it reached 
1463,083.000 and in 1913 when the figure was 
1384.157.000. Contemplated new work reported 
during 1926 amounted to $529,641,700. this being 
forty-two per cent. In excess of construction actually 
.tailed. This would indicate a still heavier building 
year in 1927 and carries the broad suggeatkm that 
Canada has definitely overcome the depression of the 
war and post-war periods, has briskly recovered and 
caught up. and is ready to start a forward advance 
agdin from the point from which she was thrown 
hack in August 1914. 

A gratifying feature of the survey is that this 
activity is general and evident in all parts of Canada* 
from Atlantic to Pacific. In 1926 the Province 
ol Quebec led in construction activity for the second 
year, entrenching itself in this position, formerly held 
by Ontario. Its figure Was $151.934.000.-an ad¬ 
vance of $27,425,000 over 1925, as compared with 
$141,929,000 in Ontario, which followed, an in¬ 
crease in this case of $20,681,000. Following in 
order came British Columbia $27,176,000; Mani¬ 
toba $19,186,000: Saskatchewan $14,251,000; 
Alberta 10.058.000; New Brunswick $4,598,000; 
Nova Scotia 3,445,000; and Prince Edward Island 
$374,000. In the four Western provinces in the 
year the value of contracts awarded increased over 
1925 by $27,329,000, or over sixty-three per cent. 

Further analysis reveals the outstanding develop¬ 
ments to be in the mining, power, and paper fields. 
Business construction exceeded all other classifications 
in the year with a total of $112,408,900. fol¬ 
lowed closely by residential with $109,562,400.

The mighty marshal, Chang Tso- 
lln, may sit In state In Mukden, the 
Manchurian capital, 250 miles to the 
northeast, but here Japanese law la 
the law of the land.

There are Chinese coolies In the 
ditches, but you. find the Japanese 
In positions of power.

Thus, If 
the engine does not start In a few 
turns, stop for about half a minute 
and then step on the starter button 
again. * The battery recuperates 
enough In so short a time that It la 
abla to deliver a much stronger cur¬ 
rent for the next few turns of the 
motor. Thla snappy cranking Is 
what counts tn starting. 


GOOD-BYE BACK SEAT 
DRIVERS!

DENOUNCE INCHING' 
K TRAFFIC MENACE 

Motorists and Pedestrians 
Alike Edge Into Traffic; Dis¬ 
courteous Practice 

Automobile cluba throughout the 
Dominion are making a plea to mo¬ 
torists not to "Inch," claiming that 
It Is both dangerous and discourte¬ 
ous. Jn most cities the practice is 
rather wldeepreud. 

In traffic parlance, the term 
"inehlng" has become a synonym 
for crowding ahead on Intersections 
without regard to others. "Inchera" 
is the term applied to all those mo¬ 
torists or pedestrians who take an 
unfair advantage of their fellows at 
Intersections. 

SUMMARILY TREATED IN U.8. 

In most United Htatee cities traf¬ 
fic offlceta deal summarily vdfth of¬ 
fenders under thla category, especi¬ 
ally where tbe automatic system of 
traffic control Is used. All of the 
leading motor dubs throughout the 
country to the south heve denounced 
the practice and urged their mem¬ 
bers to discountenance sech tactics. 

Almost any city, except where 
there Is automatic traffic control, 
suffers from thle discourtesy on the 
part of a certain number ef motor- 
lets who seem to be always In a 
hurry.* Just before the traffic offi¬ 
cer swinge the control sign to ”Oo” 
these drivers can be seen edging Into 
the line of pedestrians, and as near 
as they dare to the line of motor 
traffic, guite often thle le d#ne m. 
quick getaway ahould be made, and 
on more than one occasion prfde 
has oome before a fall, for these 
“In^TfT T^s- h ave hoan seen tc it * n T 1 ID 
The' Irilddle 67 The - TriTersecfloh and 
receive a Just reprimand from the 
traffic "cop." Botnetim«*s they will 
crowd to the- extreme right, giving 
the intention that they are about to 
make a right-hand turn, but it Is 
only for tha purpuae of crowding the 
cars to the left. 

DANGER TO PEDESTRIANS 

Not only Is this the case at Inter- | 
tipim where traffic.* le controlled, 
but at others the "Incher" will cut 
right Into a line of pedestrians, even 
though he haa to wait some time for 
vehicular traffic to pass before he 
can proceed. Then, too, thla class of 


driver does not heeltate to race his 
engine with the object 'of Intimidat¬ 
ing those on foot. The more during 
element of three “Inohers" do . nuL 
heeltate to shoot Sut from a side 
street Into the tyldst of traffic. caua : . 
Tng temporary Jam* and endang er¬ 
i ng the llvee ot others, as well aa 
tlielr own. And all this is to save 
a fee- seconds In which, when 

gained, they probably don’t know 
how to employ. 

On the pedestrian side of the fence, 
there are the. brothers "jaywalker" 
and. "incher," each a menace to him¬ 
self and others. The "Incher" on 
foot Is responsible for considerable 
slowing up of traffic. He will not 
wait until the traffic sign turns in 
his favor, but walks across the inter¬ 
section regardless of the number of 
vehicles crossing. Either that, or tbe 
"Incher" will stand out waiting for 
a street car before It Is half way to 
the atop, and refuse to budge for any 
motorist 

JAYWALKING MENACE 

The twin menace, the "Jaywalker," , 
dashes out from behind u standing 
street car or a parked auto with his 
thoughts on anything but the haz¬ 
ards around him, and quite often 
finds himself caught in a rush of 
truffle from which he may be lucky 
to escape without Injury. 

Apart from the discourtesies In¬ 
volved, ths auto club# feel that the 
dangers of such practices are taken 
much tpo lightly by both the driver 
and th© pedestrian, and few people 
appreciate the tremendous risk. Un¬ 
less adults abandon "inching" and 
jaywalking. It la felt that it win be 
a difficult flatter to instill safely I 
lessons Into children.

SEA GARDENS AND CAVES OF WEST 
COAST OF VANCOUVER ISLAND 


fly ALFRED CARMICHAEL 

F OR those who have eye* to see beautiful 
things and ears to hear quaint stories 
of the long ago. a holiday spent on 
the west coast of Vancouver Island 
can be of such outstanding interest and can be 
replete with 40 much pleasure as to live in one's 
memory for years. 

A few Summers ago our farpily spent a 
fortnight in August exploring several miles of 
uninhabited coast line extending from Ban- 
field Creek, Barkley Sound, southwards to 
wards Cape Beale. We- camped on a sandy 
beach two miles from Banfield. The white 
people call it Brady's Bay. We preferred to 
think of it and call h by the Indian name 
"Nan-as-kee-is. 

A few yard* from our camp stood a num¬ 
ber of rock but tresses and pinnacles rising out 
of the sand. These at one lime were part of the 
land mass but have been isolated by the erosion 
of the softer formation by the encroaching sea. 
Some of these rocks were of grotesque appear¬ 
ance and many supported remnants of the origi¬ 
nal forest growth "'with which the nearby land 
was clothed. 

We found at the base of some of these 
rock masses, when the tide was out. pools filled 
with ail manner of sea life. Ihese pools were 
the joy of the young people as well as the older 
folk, and we spent hours peering into their 
limpid depths and marveling at the richness of 
color and variety of life they held. One pool 
was our special joy. It was some fourteen 
feet long, six feet wide and four feel in depth.

since our earlier visits stones had become ot 
commercial value. Had not Dr. Sapir from 
Ottawa paid two dollars per hour for pvery 
. hour it took to tell a story, and would we not 
pay the same) Such was the burden of their 
representations and it took lime to convince 
them that we did not represent the Dominion 
Government and that we had not the ear of the 
Finance Munster. After much talking it was 
arranged that we pay them two dollars per 
story and afterwards we had every reason to 
be satisfied with the arrangement, as several 
stories took more than one day to tell. 

There is a great field for imaginative writ¬ 
ing, using the Indian legends as the motive, and 
to our mind this is quite legitimate. There is 
no right version of any Indian tale for we have 
heard many versions of the same tale, for the 
reason that they are either pure myth or when 
founded on some incident in the family or tribal 
history, that incident has become clothed with 
embellishments of a supernatural character, the 
extent and variety of which depends upon the 
imagination of the many narrators who have told 
the stories round the potlatch fires of genera¬ 
tions. We had heard of an abandoned Indian 
fortified village, Kee-hin by name, the site of 
which was about two miles from our camp. The 
white people of Banfield called the place 
"Sacrifice Rock" because in ancient days the 
Indians were said to have thrown the old people, 
who had passed their days of usefulness, over

on the ground—timbers which showed that 
some of the houses had been seventy-five feet 
long and thirty feet wide. Part of the frame 
of what we took to be the chiefs house was 
still standing. Three hewed posts, ten fee^ 
high, supported a plate seven inches thick by 
twenty-four inches deep. On this plate one end 
of the great roof log. twenty-seven inches in 
diameter and sixty feet long, was still lying, 
the rear end having fallen to the ground. Some 
of the cedar posts of other houses showed evi¬ 
dence of decorative carving, the upper being 
rudely fluted. 

A few days after our first expedition to 
Kee-hin we crossed over to Dodge's Cove and 
running the nose of our canoe on to the shingle 
beach we looked around for Sa-sa-watin. Very 
soon we found him and his old wife and 
inseparable companion Yim-a-uk sunning them-' 
selves on the warm sand. With a "Kla-how- 
ya-til-i-cumi” which is “Good day, friends." 
we greeted them and sitting down we showed 
them the sketch we had made of the abandoned 
village of Kee-hin. Sa-sa-watin expressed 
astonishment for the position and relative sizes 
of the different houses were approximately 
correct. By this time we were joined by an¬ 
other old man by the name of Hy-na-um. They 
had all lived at Kee-hin when children, and 
between the two old men and Yim-a-uk we were 
able to record the names of the heads of the 
families which had lived in the homes. Ques¬ 
tioned as to the "dilate ahnkut-ti" (very old 
days), they told about* the original village 
which stood on the top of the promontory, and 
about a tunnel which pierced the headland^ 
sea level, and about a shaft which led from one 
of the houses straight down to the tunnel, and 
gradually we drew from them a story of such 
interest that we forgot all about the pungent 
scent from the fish offal decaying on the 
beach. Old Sa-sa-watin started the narrative 
therijHy-na-am would follow and the old 
klootchman Yim-a-uk would nod her head ap¬ 
provingly and exclaim “Ach. Ach” (Yew 
Yes) and perhaps chip in with a bit of infor¬ 
mation. and in the telling their faces lighted up 
with eagerness. For several hours they talked 
and we questioned as the Chinook jargon is 
limited in vocabulary and much patience is re¬ 
quired on the part of both narrator and hearer 
if a true impression of the story is to be gath-

One day a member of our party wandered 
off alone on an exploring trip returning in the 
evening with a story of a beautiful cave he had 
discovered about a mile from our ramp along 
the rocky shores towards Cape Beale. It waa 
possible to reach the cave by adventurous clam¬ 
bering, but easier by canoe on a calm day. By 
that time we had rented a small Indian canoe 
for just such a purpose and our first visit was 
by waller. It was low tide when we arrived 
and we were able to paddle through the kelp 
bed which lay off the shore and which broke 
.what li|tle swell there was. Finding a tiny 
harbor we made a landing on a shelf of rock 
a hundred yards from the mouth of the cave. 
Entering by the arched portal, it was a few 
minutes before we could see anything as the 
contrast between the brilliant sunlight and the 
gloom of the cave was too much for our eyes

Ascend this trail with me and you will find 
upon the top a space of gently sloping land two 
acres large. In days which anlidale the com¬ 
ing of the white man, this plateau was the homo 
of the Ohy-aht tribe. The site was chosen 
well, for with a few it could be held against 
superior strength. Encircling the small plateau 
and at the very brink of the great cliff, a wall 
of earth and stones was raised, from two to 


the rock into the sea. On the first calm day 
when there was little swell we paddled along 
the coast in our frail canoe and found a shel¬ 
tered bay close under the Rock of Kee-hin. 
The bay has a sweep of about eight hundred 
feet of-beach and rock bluffs, the southern 
extremity terminating in a bold promontory 
which rises one hundred feet'above sea level. 
The remains of an abandoned village, over¬ 
grown with thimbleberry, elderberry and nettles 
occupied the ruing land above the beach. The 
growth was so dense that it was pouible only 
on our hands and knees to trace the site and 


the explanation we climbed round the slippery 
sides of the pool and found a cavity in the wall. 
Looking through, a second cave, longer and 
deeper than the one by which we had entered, 
was discovered, thu cavern had Us entrance Oil 
the exposed side of the point of land on which 
the caves were situated. A miniature range of 
mountains rose from the floor, perfect m every 
detail, serrated peaks, precipitous gorges, bold 
bluffs. Along the foot of the range lay a 
miniature lake, long and narrow, for the floor 
of the cave lay below low tide mark. Through 
the entrance to this second cave the sunlight 
entered in such a manner as to light the upper 
slopes and peaks of our mountain range, reveal¬ 
ing rich tints as of cinnabar and giving the 
effect of. a sunset scene. Having satisfied our 
cunosity we regained our position near the pool 
as it was from there that the full beauty of 
the scene could be enjoyed. The cave is named 
"Koa-swillh" by the Indians. We found other 
caves and grottos in the rock cliffs but none 
like Koa-swilth. It was supreme.

EASY TO CLEAN 

The canal of the ear may be 
cleaned by carefully syringing It 
with warm water, wiping the Walls 
dater with a bit of cotton. On the 
other hand, the beet advice is never 
to put anything Into the ear smaller 
than one’s fist. 

The use of hairpins, ear spoons, or 
other home-made Instruments should 
be deprecated because of possible 
damage to the lining of tha external 
ear canal or to the ear drum. If the 
lining le damaged. Infection may oc¬ 
cur and one of the moat Irritating, 
the meanest, and the moat difficult 
of infections Is a bon in the Internal

H ERE i* the first sketch made public u> this country showing the construction of the 
English "Mystery S” racer that ha* been designed to go 220 miles an hour. 
The car has been brought for a Irv-out along the Ormon’d-Daytona Beach in Florida, 
a wide stretch of hard-packed sand. 500 feet unde and a bourse ven miles long. 

The racer is a 1,000-horsepower affair costing $100,000 and built with two 
twelve-cylinder engines joined by a shaft. It is the product of the famous Sunbeam 
Motor Company of England. 

Major H. O. D. Seagrave. its driver, is an American-born English racer who has 
won several speed medals and has broken several records. 

The car is like a huge cigar painted red. It is twenty-two feet long and six feet 
wide and weighs more than 7.000 pounds. The engines consume more than four 
gallon* of gasoline a minute, or about a gallon a mile.

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Weather, Buds, Lea'ves, Flowers and Poets 
Across Pemberton Heights, Telegraph Bay

B Y official convention Spring begins on March 21, but like all 
the manifestations of Nature i$ defies our limitations. We 
classify ’and arrange to assist pur minds in their task of uny!cr- 
standing ami using, but our lines of demarcation are always a little 
ragged at the edges. 

It is hard to say just when Spring docs commence. Certainly 
the date varies greatly in different places, and even in different 
years in the same locality. The coming of Spring has the illusive¬ 
ness of emotion and is felt within as much as perceived without. 

We notice of a morning the song of birds, or in a country walk

The mosses In the 
drier places are already thickly for¬ 
ested with .the slender hairtlke stems 
' which bear the spore-capsules. Not 
I only Is there a variety of colors In 
| th* stems from 'palest green to red¬ 
dish brown, but the capsules them¬ 
selves differ with the species b oth tgj 
structure and position. 

The buds of the salmon-berry, a 
not too frequently seen Inhabitant of 
these woods, are opening, too, and 
soon their crimson rosellke flowers 
will be seen In the thickets. 

. I have said nothing about birds 
because none were seen, although 
their notes occasionally came from 
the trees. Yet about tho houses in 
town they arc both vlsible.snd 
I audible. Not the least of the Spring’s 
| attractions Is the base of soft color 
: which extends over the deciduous- 
trees as the buds swell, tho catkins 
expand, the leaves emerge. Each 
species growing In belts or mass-for¬ 
ms (ion has It* characteristic color, 
always some tender tint. Even the 
oaks, nigged and churlish as they 
are. canqpt entirely escape thus 
wearlhg their heart of Spring "on 
the sleeve.” 

I came back through the Uplands 
where the golden gore* Is now In 
full bloom. Under another of Its 
names Coleridge speaks of It as he 
saw It on the Quantock Hills in the 
days when he and Wordsworth were 
young and filled with the first ardors 
ew poetic youth: 

“The hills are healthy, save that swell¬ 
ing nlope.

These lines were written in April, 
1798, "during the alarm of an in¬ 
vasion." "Whin" Is a North-country 
name for the same shrub, of which 
one writer says "It is the glory of 
English commons.” Linnaeus, the 
great Swedish botanist. Is said to 
have thanked. Clod he had been per¬ 
mitted to see 1 its golden flowers. It 
is not specifically a Hpring-blooming 
plant as Coleridge notes: as an old 
saying puts it. "When gorse is out 
of bloom kissing is out of fashion- 


carvings In black slate on the buoys 
of the harbor and the last will not 
go till warm weather is fairly here. 
Years ago while the sealing-fleet 
still reposed in slow deeqy below 
Point Ellice Bridge these "sea- 
ravens" as the' Homans called them.

It isoplyjjijhe very earl]) Spring time, properly speaking, that 
mankind can he said to revert to the untarnished wisdom that was its 
original heritage. 

This is pnly another way of saying that Spring fever, which is 
usually maligned at a disguised form of ordinary laziness , is in reality 
one of the most lofty, clear-seeing states to wheih man can attain. 

Spring fever , oddly enough, does not appear in ib most virulent 
form when Spring is actually here. It it brought on Well in advance 
of Spring. An unseasonably warm day late in February or very early 
in March causes a veritable epidemic of it. » 

For weeks there has been disagreeable weather — ram. mow or 
cold , or at best grey days without character or color. Then , unex¬ 
pectedly, comes a day that must have got lost in last year’s April and 
dropped into the procession out of turn.

On such a day comes Spring fever. 

What art the symptoms of this malady; and why should lone 
remark that it represenb a state of extreme wisdom and blessedness?

On the prairies Spring comes often 
with startling suddenness. In 1897 
I went north by the Calgary and.

He r e Is the war EfttrO Janes, author or^HcreiitTflc"BUVfflng” and bridge 
export, say* the hand In Bridge Contest No. 4 of The Victoria Times should 
be bid and played. 

In th* play of Mr. Jones, with Routh dealing, East-West made three 
hearts, scoring a total of 104 points—24 for tricks, 80 foe honors. 

Here is what Mr. Jones says was the rojroct way to bid the hands:

Mr. Jones gives the following explanation of the bidding and the^play:

Author of "Scientific Bidding" 

Not having two sure tricks for defence, South must pass on the first 
round and, even on the second, his only reason for mentioning 1 diamonds 
is to deny his partner's club. When West goes to 2 hearts without assist¬ 
ance from his partner. East need say nothing and tha bidding closes. 

Clearly North’s first lead is the club king and, when dummy goes down, 
showing the quern and four more clubs, all know tjist North has tho act 
with at least three, probably four, others. 

Now Is the time for North to do hla deepest thlnklftg. Indeed, at trick 
No. f. after the Ifirst peep at dummy, is flwaya the time for the biggest 
pause for thinking purposes. Most amateurs would now thoughtlessly lead 
the ace of cluba or open South’s diamonds. North does neither. He sees 
that if he leads his ace of clubs not only might he lose It. but he will also 
set up a string of clubs in dummy to ba made after the trumps are out and 
dummy gets the lead with the ace of spades. As to the diamonds, ho does 
not take them seriously because k hla partner passed originally, go North 
does what only the advanced player would do. goes after dummy’s spads 
ace before the clubs sre established. 

The declarer now takes up tho burden snd quickly decides to lead 
through Houth’s diamonds sod. wh^n hla queen holds.’ to take out ths 
trumps.

Labor has gained six seats since 
1934, and there Is no doubt at. all 
that they will row concentrate on the 
constituencies In an endeavor to fore¬ 
stall the effect of the spectacular 
(•rogramme which every government 1 
-produces Immediately before an elec¬ 
tion and which Is due from the Eon- i 
servattve government negt year. 

In the bustle of these manoeuvres 
It ha* to be said that Liberals may 
have appeared la bn taking an effec¬ 
tive part. The fight of 1929 promises 
to be a Conservative-Labor fight, 
but with the return of Bir Herbert 
Samuel to active politics we may still 
see the consolidation and reorganisa¬ 
tion of !He Liberal forces.
